A people borne 
down by centuries of oppression is 
easily swayed to excess, The remedy, 
she finds, is still in that ediitation; 
but now there is less education than 
ever, no “alphabets,” no primary 
schools. “Nothing is being , taught, 
Culture is dead,” she says. 
So Mme. Breshovsky has started 
upon a new campaign. She is asking 
America to help her educate the peo- 
ple who have driven her forth into 
exile again and make them  under- 
stand the true meaning of liberty. 
“There is no learning in Russia 
now,” she says. “The people have 
been deprived of all. There are no 
yp np colleges, no universities. 
re is no. culture in Russia. ‘The 
people have no chance to learn, That 
is why I say to you ‘Give us . alpha- 
bets.” They talk of ‘helping Russia, 
and they send armies, I™am afraid 
that it may be that they are sent for 
selfish reasons. But the men-and wo- 
men who want to help—the. Young 
Men’s Chriftian Association and the 
Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion and the Red Cross and others— 
‘gay: ‘What shall we do to help?” And 
-I sa to them: ‘Send us not one book, 
or a few books, but millions ef books.’ 
Yes, of course, the Bolsheviki do not 
wish that, but we, the Socialists, have 
committees and organizations through 
which these books. can be distributed 
to the people and‘ this must be done.” 
It is impossible, Breshovsky says, 
that the new socidl order shall come 
without education. “We must teach 
and fight,” she says. “It is what we 
did when it was necessary to o¥er- 
throw the monarchy and now it must 
be done again to overthrow the Bol- 
sheviki, who are worse. At first, 
when they preached their propa- 
ganda, the people were glad, but now 
they sce how it is, They see how all 
Russia ,is under military discipline; 
‘now teh and women and children are 
starving everywhere, Théey were sim- 
ple people, and at first there were 
many decrees which made them hap- 
py. It was permitted to take the 
land, to take the factories, io take 
the banks. They were simple people. 
They were very glad, But now—sce

That year local dairies 
produced nearly 3,000,000 pounds of 
creamery butter, and 4,333,905 pounds 
of dairy butter.

“The year now ended was a record 
year for creamery butter in regard to 
quality and quantity produced. Offi- 
cial figures of production are not yet 
available, but it is estimated that more

2) “Ty Solve Canids’s Emuployment Problem 


VERYONE i in Canada should understand just what 
the Government is doing to solve the unemployment 
problems that may arise through the demobilization of 


our fighting forces. 


(1) Employment Offices. 

‘ So that everyone—male or 
female, soldier or civilian—can 
get quickly such jobs as are 
available the Government is co- 
operating with the Provinces in 
establishing a chain of Public 
Employment Offices. Employ- 
ers are being urged to make use 
of these cflices to secure any 
help they need. - Farmers, for 
exarple, who need hired men 
sheuld apply to the nearest 
office. - Tl:ere Will be a Public 
Employment Office in every 
town of 10,000 people—and 


“wherever t}e need for one exists. 


There will be 60 different offices 
in all—one-half are already in 
operation. 


(2) Emp oyment Opportunities. 
The war held up much work 
that will ‘now be carried on at 
once, ‘Public works, shipbuild- 
ing, roadbuilding, railway work 
—construction of bridges, im- 
provement of road-bed, making 
of new ‘equipment—these- will 
provide new 0 ties for 
employment. In addition, the 
Government has sent a Trade 
Mission overseas to secure for 
Caz -ode a thaxein the business of 
+ materials: ‘and pro- 
ri, » sod for is gwephen 


$25,000,000 to be loaned through 
the Provinces to encourage the 
building of workmen’s houses. 
This will mean much new work 
in the spring. 


(3) Land and Loans for Soldiers 


To help soldiers become far- 
mers the Government has de- 
veloped. a programme that 
includes the providing of land, 
the granting of loans, and the 
training and ® supervision of 
those inexperienced in farming. 
At present, the soldier is grant- 
ed, free, in addition to his or- 
dinary homestead right, one 
quarter-section of Dominion 
lands. He also receives a loan 
up to the maximum of $2,500. 


These original plans ar: ow 
being broadened. If Parlianient 
passes the new proposals during 
this session, the Soldier Settle- 
ment Board will be able to buy 
suitable land and re-sell it to 
the soldier at cost.
